the stock law. While it would be 
good for the bluegrass counties, 
it wonld entail knrdahlps upon 
many of thefi|rmers of the moun- 
tain counttea and pf>or people ev- 
erywhere, who own a plug horse 
or scrub cow, and depend upon 
the grass on the highway for pas- 
ture. We strongly fkvofthe i)!ir- 
is green bill from the fact that
